President Wilson de­ 
fended vigorously his policy of 
watch­ 
ful waiting in Mexico, and the crowd 
applauded him more vigorously for his 
utterances than on any other subject 
except when he made the 
remark : 
"The time may come when the Ameri­ 
can people will he railed on to judge 
whether I k now what I am talk ing 
about or not." 
The crowd 
appeared to think that 
he was referring to the possibility that 
he might be a candidate for renomina­ 
tion. This belief found vent in a great 
outburst of cheering and 
applause, 
mingled with cries of "1916." 
When 
the noise had subsided the president 
said. "I didn’t mean to start anything," 
and proceeded with his address. 
Joseph P. Tumulty, President Wil­ 
son’s secretary, was ask ed after the 
speech to give an official interpreta­ 
tion of the remark , but he declined to 
do so and declared the president 
would 
m ak e no comment on his speech or 
any part of it. 
Mr. Tumulty said he 
believed the president's remark was 
sufficiently explained in a sentence im­ 
mediately following the one 
referred 
to. 
That was: 
"At least for two years more I am 
at liberty to think that T k now what I 
am talk ing about." 


Meant to Start Nothing. 
It may have been that the president 
was surprised a t what he had said. 
There were those who analyzed his 
speech who held that he didn't mean 
to even hint a t being a candidate for 
^re-election, yet the president appeared 
to be mighty well pleased with the 
huge audience when most of it arose 
and waved flags and shouted, and 
when 
m a n y men shouted "Four more 
years of Wilson" and “Wilson in 1916 ' 
He added, as if to quell the enthu­ 
siasm and possibly to correct a mis­ 
tak en impression, that he hadn t meant 
to start anything. 
But it was too evident to most, of the 
observers that he had started some­ 
thing. 
If it wasn’t a boom for his 
re­ 
nomination 
and re-election 
he 
haa 
given a great many people the impres­ 
sion that he is a "for sure" candidate. 
Hence it came about as the large 
crowd left the hall that the analytical 
party leaders and work ers seemed to 
be under the impression that the pres­ 
ident had come to Indianapolis to an­ 
nounce himself quietly as a candidate 
for re-election.

Figures Designed to Set the People to 
Th'nking. 
Chicago, Jan. 9 —-While wheat is ad- 
vaueing in price to $1.41-I* a bushel 
and flour is being shoved up to $7 and 
$7.10 a barrel, J. Ogden Armour sounds 
a warning to consumers of beef that 
an increase in the coat of that com­ 
modity may be look ed for in the near 
future. 
The first curative recommendation, 
in view of the falling cattle receipts 
on the Chicago m ark et and the shrink ­ 
age of cattle ranges in the west, is a 
movement for the education of the 
American public. 
Mr. Armour assert­ 
ed that all should he brought to real­ 
ize that a healthy condition of the live 
stock industry is essential for the 
m aintenance of the back bone of the 
country’s prosperity and its position 
as a "land of plenty." 
“January 1, 1907,” said Mr. Armoui, 
“we had 51.000,000 head of cattle val­ 
ued at $881,550.000, but on January 1, 
1914, we had 38.500,000 head of cattle, 
valued at $1.216.000,000. This show's a 
decrease of 12,500.000 head and an in­ 
crease in value of $335,000,000. Do not 
these facts show conclusively 
that 
there is an abnormal shortage of beef 
cattle in the United States? 
The fig­

RABBIT KILLING AIDS BELGIUM 


Five Cent Bounty a Head Will Go For 
Relief Abroad. 
A uewf and unusual plau to raise 
money to feed starving Belgians has 
gone into effect in Oregon. The scheme 
originated with a United States gov­ 
ernment official 
It provides that, un 
til further notice, for every rabbit kill­ 
ed in a large section of Oregon 5 cents 
will be deposited to the credit of the 
Belgian relief committee In New York 
The idea of making the scalp bounty 
paid by the government to abate the 
rabbit nuisance a source of revenue 
for the Belgian charity was outlined in 
a letter received at the offices of the 
committee. 
The relief committee has written to 
the author of the letter approving the 
plan, and the first remittance from 
Oregon 
rabbit 
bounties Is expected 
soon. 


Russia Seeks Cest Use For Alcohol. 
The Russian government announces 
that It has set aside a considerable 
sum of money for the purpose of or­ 
ganizing an international competition 
for the discovery of new technical 
methods of utilizing Industrial alcohol 
Prizes amounting to over $50,000 will 
be awarded. 


Naval experts in Washington h ate 
thrown up their hands in despair over 
the task of calculating officially the 
present relative strength of the British. 
German and Lulled States navies, but 
approximate figures indicate that iu 
total warship tonnage the British, not 
withstanding their losses, are more 
than twice as strong as the (>ermnus. 
whil** in battleship tonnage the tier 
mam* hav e'a trifle more than half as 
much us the British navy. 
The relative strength of the United 
States bus hardly been affected one 
way or the other by tbe war develop 
m eets 
This country ranked as the 
third B«?al power before the w ar and 
still in third place. 
Though tiie naval losses on each side 
ar* believe«! to be folly known, there 
ace praetU-aJly m> data obtainable as to 
w hat additions G reat Britain aud Ger 
many have- m ade to their navies since 
tho outbreak of the w'ar.

This ia due to the rapid com 
pletion of vessels under construction 
ami the taking o-*er of vessels building 
iu Lnghind for foreign fcwivh*s.

Of 
these tirst class ships thirty two of tho 
British side were Dreadnoughts, while 
Germany had nineteen Dread noughts 
built and building. 
Only one of the British ships lost, 
the Audacious, was of the Dreadnought 
type, so that as far as superior fight­

Great 
Britain has lost but oue unit siuce 
the outbreak of the war. 
The loss of 
trained officers and men who have 
gone down with the British warships 
is considered by both American and 
British authorities to be a far more 
serious m atter than the losses ot the 
vessels themselves. 
The same is true 
with respect to the German naval 
losses. 
The American Navy. 
The superiority of the British navy 
over that of the United States, so far 
as tonnage strength is concerned, is so 
great that the proportion between the 
two has hardly been affected by the 
British losses. 
The total tonnage of 
tbe British navy, allowing for losses, 
is now estimated at 2.420,150 tons, 
while that of the United States, calcu­ 
lated ou the same basis.

The relative battleship strength of 
Germany and the United States has 
not been changed a particle by the war 
except as the conflict has caused Ger­ 
many to hasten construction in prog­ 
ress and probably to begin entirely 
I ’w construction.

Major premise: The demand for an 
occasional stim ulant is instinctive in 
human nature. 
Minor premise: Alco­ 
hol is a stimulant. 
Conclusion: Alco­ 
holic drinks supply a natural demand. 
Granting the first premise to be 
sound—which we do not grant—the 
second premise is glaringly untrue. 
Latest 
findings of medical 
science 
have proved that alcohol is not a stim ­ 
ulant as once believed, but a depres­ 
sant. 
There is expert testimony in 
abundance to this effect. 
W e quote 
here from W. A. Chappie, M. D., M. R. 
C. S., Ph. D., and member of parlia­ 
ment: 
“We know' that alcohol stim ulates 
nothing except disease and th e suscep­ 
tibility to it. 
W e know' one of the 
first nerve centers to fall under its 
paralyzing influence is the vaso-motor 
center in the brain. 
W hat happens is 
all you see and a lot you don’t see. 
The face flushes because the vessels 
dilate and engorge. 
But you only see 
it in the face because these vessels 
are so delicate everywhere— in the 
brain, the liver, the kidneys, all the 
vital organs, which suffer in conse­ 
quence.
